Sundsfrom Explains

Effective Next Year 


The intangible tax law . w lii Ii 
becomes effective in 1941. is ' ‘p ri­ 
m a r i l y fo r the purpose of aiding 
the 
schools 
and old age assist­ 
ance” and the state w ill realize 
"about $20,000,000 from it w ith ­ 
out any special taxes." Represen­ 
tative ch a rle s F . Sundstrom , of 
Michigam m e, states in a com m u­ 
nication received here yesterday. 


“ Senator M oCallum places the 
figure at $30,000.000 and he is 
one of the best tax experts in this 
state, 
but 
T ani inclined to be 
more conservative and place the

$20,000,000,” 
Su n d ­ 
strom said.

coining fro m ? 
M ainly from intangible taxes, a 
more

How Tax Law Works 
Ex p lain in g how the intangible

“ This law of intangibles is not 
really a new law .

A fos shrouds the facts about 


any totalitarian country, even in 
times of peace, and deep is the 
darkness once war begins, even a 
war in which Italy is not involved 
as a belligerent. 


From the outside one imagines 


that the journalist's difficulty will 
be lhat he gets no information. 
The Fascist press is wholly and 
exclusively a single-party organ, 
and every article lhat appears in 
it, apart from trivialities, is there 
for a specific political purpose, 
which may be either to reveal or 
to conceal. 
.Nothing printed can, 


in any case, be taken at its face 
value of a factual and disinterest- 
ed nature. 


The government consists essen- 


tially of. one man and he is inac- 
cessible, not only to journalists 
but 
also 
to diplomats, some of 


whom do not see him for years on 
end. 
Ksseutial facts, such as. for 


instance, the state of the govern- 
ment's 
finances. 
the 
precise 


amount of the government's defi- 
cit, and multiple essential statis- 
tics, are completely unavailable. 
Other subjects, such as any ques- 
tion involving the health of th,e 
Duce or similar personal matters, 
are taboo.

most important political 


decisions are made betwreeii two 
men with no other soul present. 
AVho knows what transpired be- 
tween the Duce and the Fuehrer 
at the Brenner a few weeks ago,

From the inside one soon learns 


lhat the journalist's problem is 
not dearth of information but a 
plethora of it. One's problem is 
not that one hears loo little, but 
too 
much. When 
essential au- 


thentic, news is not available iu a 
manner that can openly be check- 
ed, "inside information" is offer- 
ed ou all sides. 
For example, 


since I arrived in Rome I have 
heard at least three versions of 
ihe conversations at the Brenner,

"absolutely 
reliable 


sources." The only difficulty is 
that

this 
capital—and in most 


capitals of Europe at 
war-—a 


journalist in quest of the facts 
has to he as careful not to listen 
as to listen, for the sensational in- 
side information is possibly a lie. 
possibly a boast, possibly a plant 
or very occasionally completely 
accurate. 
Rome is notable as a 


launching: place 
for the ballon 


d'essai. 
There are. one must re- 


member, two complete diplomatic 


corps in Rome—one assigned to 
the Italian state aud otic assigned 
to the Holy See. Rome 
is the 


capital of two forms of powers 
whose objective; are not the same 
and whose policies do not syn- 
chronize at all points. 


The journalist has access to all 


circles except those where the ul- 
timate power rests.

It is a mistake to think that 


politics is not discussed in dicta- 
tor states. It is discussed contin- 
ually and by everybody and. in 
this city, in all languages aud 
eveu 
in 
restaurants where the 


sign is posted: 
"Please do not 


discuss politics here." The differ- 
ence is that it is discussed with- 
out the responsibility of reaching 
conclusions that will be exposed 
to the candid test of print. Every 
country in Kurope today has a 
censorship, but the Italian censor- 
ship is of an extremely effective 
sort. 


The foreign journalist liere is 


actually 
free 
to write what he 


pleases. He does not need to sub- 
mit his copy to anybody. He can 
cable, if lie will, the last thing 
that he heard from some one who 
heard from the Duce's intimate 
friend what he told another friend 
when he was out riding last Sa- 
turday. 
One fine day, however, 


the journalist may be informed 
that his stay in Italy is to be ab- 
ruptly terminated.
